LEAVES FROM THE COLLEGE CALENDAR 


THE WILLIAM MORRIS CENTENARY EXHIBITION 

In range and distinction the William Morris Centenary Exhibition at Mills 
College admirably exemplifies the versatile accomplishments of the craftsman- 
poet in literature and the fine arts. Manuscripts have been loaned by the J. Pier- 
pont Morgan Library in New York and a number of private collections in south¬ 
ern and central California. There is a complete series of first editions of Morris’ 
works, as well as the remarkable series of publications from the Kelmscott Press. 
These often appear in duplicate so as to exhibit variety in materials and binding. 
There are engraved letters, contemporary photographs, examples of wall-paper 
and needlework designed by William Morris. In addition to Morris crafts, French 
and Company of New York have sent their magnificent fifteenth and sixteenth 
century tapestries for the walls of the gallery. 

Mrs. Edward Laurence Doheny, the honorary chairman of the exhibition, is 
sending the Morris Burne-Jones manuscript of Virgil’s Aeneid and another folio 
containing the photographs of Frithiof. Other members of the committee are: 
Mr. Oscar Sutro, chairman; Mr. Albert M. Bender, Mrs. Edward H. Heller, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Gray Potter, and President Reinhardt. The Friends of the Library are 
represented on the committee by Mr. Flodden W. Heron and Mr. William C. 
Van Antwerp. The gallery will be open to the public every afternoon from two 
to five o’clock, March 4 through March 24, the anniversary date of William 
Morris’ birth. On that afternoon, President Reinhardt will give the closing 
address. Upon urgent request the gallery will remain open during Sunday, 
March 25. 

In connection with the William Morris Centenary Celebration, the Bender 
Room of the Library will display during March, specimens from modern presses 
directly influenced by William Morris. Among these are such well known presses 
as the Ashendene, Doves, Eragny, Riccardi, Mosher, DeVinne, and Merrymount. 

Some thirty or forty groups of students from neighboring preparatory schools 
and high school have been invited to spend special afternoons in the gallery. The 
college assembly hour, Wednesday, March 21, will be devoted to William 
Morris, the speaker, Dr. Anna Cox Brinton. The gallery and the lecture are open 
to the public without fee. 


SIGNORA MIMI AGUGLIA 

Mills College is fortunate in having as its guest speaker at the assembly hour, 
March 14, the celebrated Italian actress, Mimi Aguglia. It is interesting to recall 
that she was born in Palerma in 1880 and that for twenty-five years she has de¬ 
lighted audiences with her brilliant portrayal of Sicilian characters as well as 
with the historic roles she has played in the principal theatres of Europe and 
this country. Many readers of the Leaves may have seen her in her production of 
Salome last summer at the Greek Theatre of the University of California. Signora 
Aguglia will be the guest of the Italian Department on the campus.
